He was a man 
of more than ordinary education, and 
was by profession a civil engineer and 
an architect. He came to the State of 
California In 1819, and prior to the date 
of his death on the 5th day of October, 
1906, he had amassed a large fortune, 
the exact value of-which has not been 
shown, but it sufficiently appears from 
the record that the total value of the 
estate must approximate one million and

The attorney started to tear it up. Board- 
man asked for ihe shears and mutilated 
the will by cutting of! his name. 
The 


description of Boardman by the attorney 
who drew the will in question here is 
interesting. At one time he told ihe at- 
torney that ha desired to devote his for- 
tune -to some great object; he wanted to 
build with the bulk of his estate a great 
astronomical observatory. He executed a 
will on October 16, 1902. 


"A few weeks after he decided to make 


some changes and made the will offered 
here, dated December 18th, 1903. At this 
time the attorney says that Boardman 
talked disconnectedly. He would 
lose 


himself before reaching the end (H his 
sentences. Ihe testimony of the attorney 
is that while he can not say anything 
about Boardman's 
conduct was irra- 


tional, that he was, however, mentally 
enfeebled by agre.

That Mysterious Sensation.

explosive. 
There 
are 
about 


eleven sticks of this explosive to the 
tan pounds. This leaves approximate- 
ly ten and one-half sticks o£ dynamite 
unaccounted for.

Mr. Cope is a partner of W. I. Brobeck 


in the firm of Morrison, Cope & Brobeck. 
Mr. Brobsck Is a codefendant with Rnef, 
and all three are stockholders in the 
Parkside Realty Company. 
"How Ions' have you known Ruef?" 


asked Heney, -when Judge Dpoling had 
settled Ach's objection.

autos must not run faster than 13 miles 
an hour in the outlying districts of the 
city and not faster than 10 miles on the 
streets within the fire limits, thtt is 
the business section of the city. 


Several automlbillsts appeared before 


the committee last evening and took an 
active Interest In the consideration of 
the 
proposed 
speed ^.ordinance 
The 


framcr of the proposed ordinance desired 
that the speed in the business section of 
the city and in turning corners be fixed 
at six mlies an hour. It was contended, 
however, by the auto enthusiasts that six 
miles an hour is too slow and the com- 
mittee then amended the limit to ten 
miles 


The proposed ordinance not only reg- 


ulates the speed of the machines, but 
provides that all autos must keep to the 
right of the street, must pass an auto 
which Is going In the same direction on 
the left, must stop only near the curb 
and that the driver must give an audible 
signal at the time that the machine is to 
be started 


The framer of the ordinance provided 


In the proposed measure that a signal 
might be given by raising a whip, but 
It was pointed out that few automobllists 
use whips.

Secretary Metcalf s Home-Coming. 


As this is the first time the people of Oakland have been given 


1 j.n opportunity to welcome Secretary Metcalf in his official capac- 
jity it is not amiss to call attention to a few .things which it would 
i1>e well to bear in mind in future if Californias are to free them- 
itehres from the habit of petty fault-finding with their representa- 
lives in Congress and making puerile objections to whatever they 
<lo. This habit has weakened the influence of this State in Con- 
fess and Cabinet counsels, and has militated seriously against all 
efforts to secure for the Pacific Coast the consideration it is en- 
titled to at the hands of the government. 


Secretary Metcalf is the second citizen of California to occupy 


'a seat in the Cabinet, and the third man from the Pacific Coast to 
reach that high honor. His predecessors were Hon. George H. 
Williams, of Oregon, who was Attorney General in the first Cabi- 
net of President Grant, and Hon. Joseph McKenna, of California, 
icnv a Justice of the United States Supreme Court, who was for a 
•rime Attorney General in the first McKinley Cabinet. But Mr. 
Metcalf has the distinction of having held two Cabinet positions, 
:ind of serving as a Cabinet officer in two administrations, having 
seen Secretary of Commerce and Labor prior to taking the Naval 
portfolio. In this respect, he fairly rivals Judge McKenna, who 
left the Cabinet to ascend the Supreme Bench. 


It is worthy of note that both the Californians who achieved 


Cabinet honors represented the Oakland district in Congress, and 
made their advance to seats in the executive council of the Natiop 
by proving themselves able and conscientious legislators. And 
both encountered narrow and jealous opposition, the bar that has 
so often kept men from the Pacific Coast out of the Cabinet; both 
have been unjustly criticized and misrepresented; both have met 
with painful proofs of the truth of the saying that "a prophet is not 
without honor save in his own country." 


Yet they have proved that the saying has only a limited ap- 


plication, and is figuratively descriptive merely of the_ tendency 
the world over of neighbors to find defects asyl foibles in a man 
that escape attention in the broader fields of human activity; petty 
faults and infirmities that are never noticed, hardly suspected even, 
till exalted and honorable position focuses the lime light on a per- 
sonality that has forced its way from comparative obscurity and the 
immunities of private life to a place among the mighty. It is then 
the fault finder and the village critic sets to work, but happily 
true character and real merit are never injured by this sort of de- 
traction, however annoying it may be, and however vociferous it 
may become. 


But it gives us pleasure to say, on the occasion of his official 


homecoming, that Secretary Metcalf has suffered perhaps as little 
from the pottv censoriousness of home folks as any other man in 
public life. He is still held in warm affection by his old friends, of 
whom he possesses a host, and holds the esteem and confidence of 
the great body of the citizens of the old Third District, a constitu- 
ency of the highest class in culture, wealth, patriotism and all the 
other attributes which go to make up an enlightened common- 
wealth. He will be warmly greeted as a man who has risen to high 
honor in the broad field of national politics without severing local 
ties, forgetting the bonds of ancient friendships, or ignoring the 
claims of his State and district ; as a man who has never sunk the 
neighbor in the statesman, but has treasured fresh and green in 
his memory the ties and associations of other days, and as a citizen 
'ooks out upon the world from the viewpoint of his old home. 


Mr. Metcalf comes back to us "older and graver grown," with 


something of the burden of state wearing upon him, but he returns 
to receive the testimonials of pride and affection his townsmen are 
delighted to render his personal worth quite as much as they desire 
to express their appreciation of the honor he has reflected on Cali- 
fornia and the service he has rendered his countrymen at large. 
Looking from him to his illustrious compatriot on the Supreme 
bench who preceded him in the Cabinet and in Congress, the people 
of the Old Third District, that citadel of intelligent patriotism and 
intellectual progress, can feel throbs of honest gratulation that they 
have done their share in behalf of the State and Nation, and that the 
men they have fconored and trusted have proved eminently worthy 
of honor and' trust. 


Secretary Metcalf, here's to you and the navy ! God bless you 


both, and prosper you in strength and untarnished honor f That is 
the sentiment of Oakland's welcome, and it is our conviction that 
deep down in your heart you respond loyally to the sentiment.

Willing to Concede. 


Craig an<3 Miles Standlsh appeared 


before the commltt«e as representa- 
tives from Piedmont 
They declared 


that they were opposed to the passage 
cf Ellsworths proposed ordinance but 
•were willing to make amicable ar- 
rangements with the City of Oakland 
in regard to the matter 
of sewers 


Craig declared that the City of Oak- 
land entered Into a contract -with Pied-

wherebj that place paid five 


thousand dollars to this city for the 
use of the sewers of Oakland, the con- 
tract to run for six years and tnere- 
ufter as long as the sewer -nas con- 
sidered adequate 
Sewer Inadequate. 


President Ellsworth claimed In his 


proposed ordinance that the Second 
ivenue sewer into which the Piedmont 
bewage emptied is 
Inadequate 
and 


that therefore the contract with Pied- 
mont should be annulled 
Ellsworth stated before the comrnit- 


te» last night that he had learned that 
Craig had said that he would see the 
•itreets of Oakland running with the 
sewage of Piedmont before that town 
A ould assist in maintaining the Sec- 
ond a-venue sewer 
Ellsworth says that 


as soon as he heard that statement he 
ntroduced the proposed annulling or- 
dinance
